A. I certainly ivill do that. Frankly ny grandmother is close to 70 and is pretty vrorried 
about her tvro daughters, Vfe had been in' the habit of sending clothing, but v/e have 
not heard from them in over a year. 


Q. I am not in a position to say v/hat vd.ll or vdll not happen. Under present circum- ' 
stances, I don’t think anything is out of the realm of possibility. Vfe merely put 
you on notice in the event any such situation should arise. With reference to the 
more pertinent factors of our discussion, is there anything further you would care 
to add for the record? 

A. Hone, at all except that I notifi -ed my draft board my vdfe isn’t ivorkinr. Several 
of the questions v/ore entirely remote from my living in New York.
